Adam Green (18) 
climbed onto the roof of a 
house, removed and 
threw tiles, and threat¬ 
ened to start a fire.

Green, of Glendower 
Close, Brackla, was sen¬ 
tenced to 32 weeks deten¬ 
tion in a young offender 
institution. 

He admitted charges 
of affray and causing 
criminal damage. 

He was also in breach 


of a suspended sentence 
for causing criminal dam¬ 
age and a conditional dis¬ 
charge for a similar 
offence. 

Judge Huw Davies, 
QC, said: “You have 
offended at a prolific rate 
because you have been

abusing alcohol. In 
drink, your behaviour is 
dangerous and disturb¬ 
ing. 

“This was a disturbing 
catalogue of offences. 
When intoxicated, you 
cause distress and fear to 
people who cause you no 
harm. 

“The sentence has to 
be of significant length.” 

Prosecutor Joanna 
James said that on March 
23, Green went to his 
mother’s home and 
requested but was refused 
money. He was drunk. 

He left and returned 
and made the same 
request, this time begging 
for money. At one point, 
he banged his head on the 
floor, ripped a mobile 
phone from his mother 
and broke it. He left and 


the police were called. 

At the time, he was 
subject to a curfew and 
was arrested. 

On March 28, he went 
to a house in Bridgend, 
where there was a young 
woman with a young 
child. 

Green, who was with 
another man, pushed his 
way into the house. He 
was asked to leave, but 
produced a hammer, 
which was wrested from 
his grip. 

Miss James said he left 
but returned. 

The police later 
learned that he was hid¬ 
ing in the attic of a house 
in Clos Dan y Celyn. 

He was found to be in 
the attic and barricaded 
the trapdoor with boxes. 

Over the next five 


hours, said Ms James, he 
damaged the ceiUng of 
the house, before climb¬ 
ing onto the roof, where 
he threw tiles, one of 
which smashed the wind¬ 
screen of a car. 

“Some residents were 
removed when he threat¬ 
ened to start a fire,” said 
Miss James. 

The value of the dam¬ 
age was £5,000. 

His counsel, Mike 
Hammett said: “He 
knows it has to be imme¬ 
diate custody. Nobody 
was hurt in the incident, 
more by luck than judge¬ 
ment. 

“He is genuinely 
remorseful. The root 
cause of his problem is 
alcohol. When sober, he 
is pleasant and produc¬ 
tive, but he started drink¬ 
ing at the age of 12. He is 
now addressing his prob¬ 
lem.”

Aside from getting to grips with a new batch of 
Bills, the next few months will be busy, with 
organising an exhibition to mark Armed Eorces 

Day, and conducting an inquiry into the future of 
local suicide prevention plans. 

The exhibition is the repeat of an event I organ¬ 
ised last year in the House of Commons, but this 
year will encompass the House of Lords as well. 
The intention behind the inquiry is to establish how 
suicide prevention plans in Wales, England and 
Scotland are working, and what their future will

progress and analyse the challenges ahead. 

The next Queen’s Speech will take place on 
May 9. What the speech will contain is open to 
speculation, although a few educated guesses can 
be made as to what will be announced. 

Looking back over the last year, and the high 
points and low points as a Member of Parliament, 
sadly the lows considerably outweigh the highs. 

The Queen’s Speech of May 2010 set out a pro¬ 
gramme of 23 proposed bills, many of which were 
controversial and will have lasting effects on our 
public services. These changes range from estab¬ 
lishing the principal of five-year fixed term 
Parliaments, introducing elected police commis¬ 
sioners to replace police authorities, implementing 
huge changes to the National Health Service in 
England, the welfare system, pensions and legal 
aid. 

Many of these changes leave me fearful for vul¬ 
nerable groups and how they are likely to fair over 


campaign with other MPs across the parties, and 
with the support of the Royal British Legion, the 
Government was persuaded not to abolish the 
office of the Chief Coroner. 

The loss of this office would have represented a 
major setback for a number of changes that are 
urgently needed for the coronal system, including 
training for coroners and greater accountability in 
the system. 

As yet, the Chief Coroner has not been appoint¬ 
ed and it will be inherent upon those who cam¬ 
paigned to keep the office to keep the pressure up 
and ensure this happens. 

Another success was the culmination of another 
drawn-out campaign, and that was to persuade the 
Government to allow veterans of the Malaya and 
Borneo campaign to wear the Pingat Jasa Malaysia 
medal awarded by the Malaysian Government. 

An arcane set of rules allowed the veterans to 
accept the medal, but not wear it. After writing 


many letters and asking questions, I was delighted 
that Ministers finally conceded - and veterans were 
given permission to wear their medals proudly at 
Remembrance parades. 

All of this can leave you to wonder what the 
Government might find to put in the Queen’s 
Speech? 

Some of what will be announced will not come 
as a surprise. Parliament will undoubtedly be asked 
to consider legislation to allow for the construction 
of the ‘High Speed 2’ rail link between London and 
the north of England. There will also be another 
attempt to reform the House of Lords, to make the 
second chamber elected. As with previous attempts 
to achieve similar aims, this is likely to be a long 
and drawn-out process. 

There is also likely to be a family law reform 
bill, details about which are scant, but could poten¬ 
tially change the law on issues such as mediation 
and adoption. 


England, changes to the NHS. A report will follow 
in the autumn. 

In the meantime, I am pleased to see my long- 
running campaign to highlight the abuses in 
Bahrain and the role of Lormula 1 in giving cre¬ 
dence to a despotic regime become a national 
issue. 

Sport has become a political and security issue 
over the last few months and with the Olympic 
Games ahead of us, will increasingly attract public 
attention. 

Rumour has it that Parliament will Pirogue 
(cease to sit after legislation is given Royal assent) 
after May 1. Talk about granny and pastie taxes, 
cuts to income for charities, VAT on church 
restorations and tax cuts for the wealthy will give 
way to a summer of pageantry. 

The state opening of Parliament will be followed 
by the Diamond Jubilee celebrations and the arrival 
of the world in London for the Olympics.

cocaine - COURT TOLD 


TWO undercover police 
officers were offered 
cocaine in Bridgend, but 
Cardiff Crown Court 
heard that it was in fact 
mephedrone. 

Thomas Agnew (21), a local 
authority worker, of Bryn Deri, 
Bryntirion, was sentenced to 51 
weeks imprisonment, suspend¬ 
ed for two years, made subject 
to a supervision order for two 
years, and directed to pay £250 
costs. 

He pleaded guilty to offering 
to supply cocaine and supplying 
mephedrone. 

Said Judge John Curran: 
“You were prepared to rip off 
people who were your cus¬ 
tomers. You were not playing a 
lesser role but a significant role 
as a middle man. 

“You are having what very 
much is your last chance.” 

He said if he had been deal¬ 
ing in cocaine, he would have 
gone to prison not for months, 
but for years. 

Prosecutor John Warren said

that last year, police officers 
carried out ‘Operation 
Horizon’ in Bridgend. 

On March 19, three women 
police officers ‘Jo’, ‘Tina’ and 
‘Rachel’ were acting under 
cover. 

At about 8pm, they went to a 
bar, where one customer was 
entertaining others by exposing 
his genitals. 

A customer introduced him¬ 
self to the officers as Agnew and 
said he could obtain drugs for 
£80. 

Later, Agnew approached the 
officers and said: “It’s in a cigar 
box behind the phone box.” 

The police found the bag of 
white powder but the drugs 
were not cocaine, as initially 
described, but mephedrone. 

On a later occasion, more 
drugs were supplied, this time 
for £50, and were left behind 
the garage, near a lamp post. 

This again was mephedrone. 

Agnew was arrested at his 


home and said: “There’s some 
weed in the kitchen cupboard.” 

Scales and two mobile 
phones were recovered. 

Mr Warren said that when 
interviewed, Agnew said he did¬ 
n’t know the “customers” were 
undercover police officers and 
he was aware that he was rip¬ 
ping them off. 

He said it was a quick and 
easy way to make money from 
women. 

He was said to have convic¬ 
tions for causing criminal dam¬ 
age, threatening behaviour, 
assaulting the police, violent 
disorder, supplying cannabis 
and money laundering. 

His barrister. Sue Ferrier, 
said he had been out of trouble 
for more than a year and had 
had a difficult time with a 
bereavement, causing him to 
become involved with drink 
and drugs. 

“He is now settled and 
employed and says this is the 
happiest stage of his life.”

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MAN ESCAPES 
JAIL AFTER 
DRUG ARREST 


REPORT by AJ SICLUNA 


POLICE officers 
who were called to 
a “violent inci¬ 
dent” in Bridgend, 
ended up arresting 
a man for a series 
of drugs offences, 
Cardiff Crown 
Court was told. 

Michael Witts was 
seen bare-chested, 
clutching a blood¬ 
stained t-shirt, said 
prosecutor David 
Thomas. 

Witts (22) of Long 
Acres, Bridgend, 
pleaded guilty to sup¬ 
plying mephedrone and 
possessing the drug 
with intent to supply. 

He was jailed for 51 
weeks, suspended for 
two years, made sub¬ 
ject to a one-year 
supervision order, and 
ordered to carry out 


300 hours unpaid 
work. 

Judge John Curran 
told Witts that the drug 
had been legally on the 
market until April 
2010. 

“The offences were 
aggravated by the fact 
that you have done it 
before. The offence 
certainly crosses the 
custody threshold, but 
it was in no sense a 
sophisticated opera¬ 
tion.” 

He said that for the 
last six months, Witts 
had stopped taking 
drugs and had employ¬ 
ment. 

“I see little point in 
passing an immediate 
sentence of imprison¬ 
ment,” he said. 

Mr Thomas said that 
in the early hours of 


October 2, the police 
were called to what 
was thought to be a 
violent incident. 

They spotted Witts 
bare-chested, waving a 
t-shirt covered in blood 
in the Long Acres area. 

He said there had 
been an incident with a 
knife. 

When the police 
went to search Witts, 
he backed away. 

The police then 
found a quantity of 
drugs. 

The total value, said 
Mr Thomas, was about 
£420, and Witts admit¬ 
ted having the drug 
with the intention of 
selling it. 

He said he had sup¬ 
plied only friends for 
two to three weeks. 

Text messages sup¬ 


ported his admissions. 

He was said to have 
previous convictions 
for being concerned in 
the supply of 
mephedrone and pos¬ 
sessing a bladed arti¬ 
cle. 

Sue Perrier, repre¬ 
senting him, said: “He 
co-operated fully with 
the police. He did well 
at school and went to 
university, but he fell in 
with the wrong crowd 
and started taking 
drugs. 

“He has now learned 
his lesson. His family 
had once washed their 
hands of him, but they 
now support him and 
he is making a deter¬ 
mined effort to keep on 
the straight and narrow. 

“He has a stable 
relationship, and is due 
to be a father.”

Bridgend Foodbank 
receives ^nal’ donation 
as charity is wound up 


MERTHYR Mawr 
Sickness Trust (MMST) 
recently made its final 
donation, for £1,500, to 
Bridgend Foodbank, to 
help with its work. 

Trustee Anne Morgan 
explained that MMST was origi¬ 
nally set up as a result of proper¬ 
ty held in trust and administered 
in connection with the former 
Laleston and District Nursing 
Association, and covered the 
combined area of Ewenny, 
Merthyr Mawr and Laleston. 

Its objective was to provide 
help to residents in need by giv¬ 
ing financial assistance so that 
people could buy essential items 


such as fuel and food. 

When the communities of 
Ewenny and Laleston grew and 
Merthyr Mawr remained small, it 
was decided in December 1970 
to split the original charity into 
three and to involve local com¬ 
munity councils in nominating 
trustees. 

Demand for assistance fell 
over the years, and subsequently, 
two of its long-standing trustees, 
Couns Murray McLaggan and 
Arthur Board, retired. 

The new trustees, Coun Anne 
Morgan (chairman) and Couns 
Iona McLaggan and Sarah 
Morris, decided in 2011 to look 
for a suitable local charity to 
which the assets could be given. 


After careful consideration, 
they felt that Bridgend Foodbank 
had similar aims, and also 
included the Merthyr Mawr area 
in its remit. 

Anne Morgan said that it was 
important that the Foodbank was 
well run, and that there were 
dedicated trustees and organiz¬ 
ers.

Service save 
stranded cat

CONTRARY to 
popular belief, the 
fire service do per¬ 
form pet rescues - 
as a two-year-old 
male longhaired cat 
recently found out 
when the RSPCA 
attended its rescue 
from a roof of a 
dormer bungalow 
in Pencoed. 

He had apparently 
been stuck on the roof 
for at least two days 
and possibly more 
according to the caller, 
who was looking after 
the house for her moth- 
er-in-law, who was 
away at the time. 

The cat was spotted 
on the roof and looked 
lethargic and terrified 
of moving. It was clear¬ 
ly in need of rescue. 

The attending 
RSPCA inspector 
attempted to reach the 
cat using her ladder 
but it was just out of 
reach. She then called 
the local South Wales 
Fire and Rescue 
Service who were able 
to rescue the cat within 
40 minutes. 

He appeared thin 
but otherwise 

unharmed. 

As luck would have 
it, one of the firemen 
lived on the street 


PORTHCAWL 
RNLI lifeboat took 
part in a dramatic 
rescue with a differ¬ 
ence on Sunday, 
after a kite surfer 
was dragged out to 
sea at Newton when 
kite wires became 
tangled around his 
leg. 

Spokesman Ian 
Stroud explained: “The 
RNLI crew, who had 
been on exercise in the 
area earlier, were paged 
by Swansea Coastguard 
to respond immediately 
back to Newton. 

“The male surfer had 
his leg tangled in the kite 
wires and, with strong 
winds, found that he 
could not release him¬ 
self. The power of the 
wind in the kite meant 
that he was being 
dragged towards the 
rocks at Newton Point. 

“As soon as the 
lifeboat arrived on scene, 
the surfer was handed a 
knife in order to cut him¬ 
self free. 

“Once safely on board 
Porthcawl Atlantic 85 
lifeboat, the casualty told 
crew how dangerous the 
situation had been for 
him. 

“The speed at which 
he had been dragged 
through the water had 
caused him to be pulled 


behind the rescue spot 
as they had put up 
missing posters. 

The fireman was 
then able to call the 
owner, who travelled 
home immediately 
from Cardiff to collect 
the moggie. 

Owner and cat, both 
of Heol Bryncwtyn, 
were then reunited, 
with both parties 
extremely happy to be 
home together. 


underwater feet first sev¬ 
eral times by the kite.” 

Helmsman on the 
lifeboat, Simon Emms, 
said: “It was fortunate 
that we were on scene so 
quickly. The casualty 
had no control of his sit¬ 
uation and was being 
dragged into deep water 
and only yards away 
from the notorious rocks 
at Newton Point. 

“It was difficult to 
come alongside the casu¬ 
alty and get the knife to 
him as he had no control 
of his speed or position. 

“As soon as he had 
released the kite, we 
were able to pull him 
onboard and we returned 
him to Newton Beach 
where he was met by 
Porthcawl Coastguard 
and a paramedic.” 

RNLI Sea Safety 
Officer, Ross Martin, 
added: “Part of the safe¬ 
ty kit for all kite surfers 
is to carry a knife at all 
times. 

“Under the power of 
the wind, the kite wires 
can act like a cheese wire 
and cause serious injury. 

“Although experi¬ 
enced, the casualty said 
he had forgotten his 
knife and this has proved 
that all safety equipment 
should be checked 
before launch every 
time.” 


RSPCA inspector 
Julie Fadden said: 
“Apparently, the cat 
had never done any¬ 
thing like this before 
and generally just 
lounges on cushions all 
day long! He has now 
definitely used up at 
least one of his lives! 

“I'd really like to say 
a big thanks to the 
South Wales Fire and 
Rescue Service and 
commend them on 
their quick and profes¬ 
sional response.”

Surfer tangled 
in kite rescued 
by lifeboats 


TRACING THE TRADITION 
OF A BRITISH FESTIVAL 


MAY is named after 
Maia, the Greek 
Goddess - and the 
ancient tradition of 
May Day dates back 
to Pagan rituals 
during the season of 
spring. 

The celebration 
included young men and 
women dancing on the 
village green where a 
decorated, felled tree 
(usually birch) would be 
the centre of the festival. 
Branches were cut off the 
tree, and the trunk deco¬ 
rated with coloured rib¬ 
bons tied from the top. 

May Day was origi¬ 
nally a communist pro¬ 
posal celebrated around 
Europe on International 
Workers’ Day, as the first 
day in May is the Eeast of 
St Philip and St James, 
the patron saints of work¬ 
ers. 

But May Day was not 
acknowledged as a bank 
holiday until the British 
Labour Party introduced 
it in 1978. 

May Day was called 
Beltane, which was an 
ancient Celtic festivity 
where bonfires were lit to 
commemorate summer 
the following month. It 
marks the half-way date 
in the year from 


HMJEi 


November 1, known as 
cross-quarter days. 

Wheels of fire were 
also rolled down the hill¬ 
side, and livestock would 
be guided through the 
flames as a sign of purifi¬ 
cation, a custom which is 
now resigned to history 
books. Another belief 
involved Druids wor¬ 
shipping trees as a reli¬ 
gious ritual. 

During the middle 
ages, villagers would 
awake at dawn on the 
first day in May to collect 
blossoming flowers and 
branches to decorate the 
maypole. 

A piper would then 
play tunes for them to 
dance around it, wearing 
colourful clothing and 
belts. Today the cos¬ 
tumes are more elaborate 
with white clothing and a 
red sash. 

An additional tradition 
was to crown the fairest 
maiden as ‘Queen of the 
May’, who would sit on a 
flower-decked chair and 
be lifted into the air with 
a doll beside her to repre¬ 
sent spring. 

Her suitor would be 
chosen on May 2 as the 
‘May King’. The two 


then led the festivities 
and were often nick¬ 
named ‘Robin Hood and 
Maid Marian’. 

During the Victorian 
era. May Day was known 
as ‘rustic delight’, and 
more customs were 
included into the celebra¬ 
tions. 

Houses would be dec¬ 
orated with flowers and 
greenery in the belief that 
vegetation spirits would 
bring good fortune. May 
wine was also drunk on 
this day. 

Another superstition 
saw girls washing their 
faces in the early morn¬ 
ing dew in the belief that 
it would make them 
beautiful. 

The legend of playing 
tricks on villagers 
became a custom for the 
first day of May during 
Victorian times too. 
‘Beating the bounds’ 
involved landowners 
walking around the 
boundaries of their prop¬ 


erty to confirm their 
rights. It became a day 
for repairing fences and 
boundary walls to keep 
the people at bay for the 
year ahead. 

Superstitious tales 
maintain that life is 
doomed if anyone dares 
to venture on the water 
on the first day of May. 
Alternatively, if the 
hearth fire goes out on 
the morning of May Day, 
it is considered to bring 
misfortune. 

Marriage was also ill- 
fated if the ceremony 
took place during the 
month of May. 
Thankfully, these tales of 
folklore are now buried 
in the past. 

If hares were found 
close to your home, they 
were deemed as witches 
in disguise, and luck 
would never cross your 
path for the year ahead, 
especially if these ani¬ 
mals were killed. 

Ghostly figures of a 


lady dressed in a long 
flowing gown and sport¬ 
ing long scraggly hair 
have often been associat¬ 
ed with May Day. She is 
allegedly chased by rid¬ 
ers on white horses thun¬ 
dering through villages 
to capture her. 

But who could this 
maiden be, and why 
would she have to flee 
from a supposed cavalry? 

Welsh folklore tales 
maintain that fairies 
dance around the fairy 
ring at dusk on May’s 
Eve, and any witnesses to 
this silent action are 
believed to obtain good 
luck for the year ahead. 

This tale is another 
slant from legends of the 
Mabinogion, which 
means ‘tales of youth’ in 
the Welsh language, and 
have been passed down 
through time. 

But fact or fiction? 
Only you can decide...

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REMEMBERING THE PORTHCAWL 
MARITIME DISASTER WHEN 47 DIED 


MANY people who now live 
in Porthcawl will be unaware 
of that terrible night 65 years 
ago when, on April 23,1947, 
during a severe storm and 
heavy seas, the SS Santamper 
went aground on Sker Rock. 

The Mumbles Lifeboat,‘Edward 
Prince of Wales’ put to sea, but the 
exact position of the stricken craft 
was somewhat vague, so the 
lifeboat returned to station. 

However, in the traditions of the 
service, it headed out once more 
into the night and was not seen 
again until it was found upturned 
on Sker Rock. 

All eight members of the crew 
lost their lives. 


The crew of the Santamper, 
numbering 39, also died less than 
200 yards from the shore. The only 
survivor from the disaster was the 
ship’s cat, found next day and later 
given to a local farmer. 

One crew member missed the 
sailing, staying behind to have a 
night out with his wife. 

The lifeboat, in the tradition of 
the service, was burned where 
found on the rock, and a plaque 
now marks the spot. 

Twelve members of the 
Santamper’s crew are buried in 
Nottage Cemetery. 

Salvage of the Santamper was 
difficult and a Sherman tank was 
used to ferry the heavier items up 
the beach.

Complaints 
against police 
are down 10% 


COMPLAINTS 
against South 
Wales Police fell by 
more than 10 per 
cent in the last year, 
according to a 
report presented to 
the South Wales 
Police Authority. 

“The figures, provid¬ 
ed to the authority’s 
Quality of Service 
group, show that the 
number of allegations 
dropped from 1,170 in 
2010/11 to 1,047 in 
2011/12-a drop of 10.5 
per cent,” a police 
spokeswoman said. 

“There was also a fall 
in the number of people 
who complained, from 


642 in 2010/11 to 612 in 
2011/12. Over the past 
four years, there has 
been an annual drop in 
complaints cases, from 
774 in 2008/09.” 

Vice-chair of the 
police authority, and lead 
member for complaint 
issues, Mr John 
Littlechild, said: 

“The figures of 1,047 
allegations from 612 
complainants is particu¬ 
larly pleasing when you 
put into context the num¬ 
ber of the people who 
come into contact with 
South Wales Police each 
year/ 

“The number of peo¬ 
ple who complain about 
our service is a very 
small proportion.”

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Cowbridge Charter Trust to push on with town 
wall renovations after funds granted by council 


THE Cowbridge 
Charter Trust is to 
push on with plans to 
further renovate the 
old town walls sur¬ 
rounding Old Hall 
Gardens, after the 
Vale Council provided 
a grant of £6,693 to 
help them reach their 
projected target of 
£22,310. 

The work aims to 
look at the old walls 
spread around the town, 
but primarily those sur¬ 
rounding Old Hall 
Gardens. 

As well as cleaning 
up the walls by remov¬ 
ing invasive plant life 
such as ivy, there are 
also plans to create two 


visitor display boards to 
describe the work being 
carried out in the area. 

There are also plans 
for associated landscap¬ 
ing to preserve wildlife 
and introduce native 
plants, renovation of the 
remaining stone bound¬ 
ary walls and a two-year 
maintenance plan to 
keep the walls ‘in 
shape’. 

Work in the future 
will include exploring 
the walls to find and 
restore the original 
medieval parts of the 
structure. 

The initial £15,617 
came from a ‘Pride in 
our Heritage’ grant, and 
now the Vale Council 
has made up the shortfall 


the work can go ahead 
as soon as it is put in 
writing to the contrac¬ 
tors. 

Charter Trust chair¬ 
man Peter Jones spoke 
to The GEM to explain 
the current situation. 

He said: “At the 
moment we have a situa¬ 
tion of stone walls and 
ivy together, which is 
never a good combina¬ 
tion. 

“We aim to create 
free-standing towers of 
ivy to compensate the 
loss of cleaning the 
walls, as well as provid¬ 
ing nesting sites and 
habitat for other local 
wildlife nearby.” 

Mr Jones added that 
the Trust aimed to

expand its involvement 
in Cowbridge and that 
there were bigger plans 
afoot to renovate other 
areas of the town. 

“We want to keep our 
impetus going, to 
improve the entire area. 
Our work will out-flow 
from this and there are 
plenty of areas we will 
look to improve. 

“The work will start 
next month and continue 
throughout the summer. 
It’s good timing really. 
You can’t work on the 
stone when it’s too cold 
and icy, nor when the 
sun in the sky is too 
hot.” 

Gardens committee 
member .John Sherwood 
outlined that sustainabil¬ 
ity was a top priority of 
the work. 

He told The GEM: 


“The ivy had to be 
stripped off, it was bad 
for the walls. We are 
going to introduce non- 
intrusive plants to the 
walls to replace them. 

“We want to keep the 
garden self-sustaining. 
We will be composting 
as much as we can, 
removing waste and 
returning it to the 
ground.” 

Over the past two 
years the Trust has 
received over £130,000 
in grants in order to con¬ 
tinue maintaining areas 
of Cowbridge for the 
benefit of the communi¬ 
ty, and gardening expert 
Richard Browning says 
that they will continue to 
apply in order to achieve 
their targets. 

“We have also 
applied for an 


Environment Wales 
grant to give the pond an 
island-like structure in 
the middle for introduc¬ 
ing water plants. 

“That will take place 
in the autumn as we 
won’t have to do much 
watering, making it even 
more environmentally 
friendly,” he explained. 

Chair of the gardens 
sub-committee, Linda 
Osborn, stressed that the 
council had been co¬ 
operative, stating: “They 
are just strapped for 
cash. They still do the 
large jobs that we can’t 
afford, like cutting dead 
trees away.” 

The work was best 


summed up by Richard 
Browning, who stated: 
“We get great pleasure 
from this. It’s good to be 
working together with 
people I didn’t know 
before, or people I did 
know and had lost con¬ 
tact with. It feels like 
we’re giving something 
back to the community.” 

And Peter Jones 
insisted that they will 
continue their work as 
this was part of a “con¬ 
tinuing process”, and 
that there are more proj¬ 
ects in the pipeline going 
forward. 

He added: “We will 
continue to expand our 
interest throughout 


Cowbridge and I can’t 
see why we can’t have a 
contribution in benefit¬ 
ing Cowbridge.” 

If you would like to 
lend a hand and get 
involved, go along to the 
Old Hall Gardens on 
Thursday mornings from 
9.30pm-12.30pm.

THE TALE OF TELYNAU MORGANNWG... 


AFTER many years making harps, 
attending eisteddfodau, exhibitions and 
general discussions with harp teachers 
and students, a thought came to my mind 
that it would be beneficial for harp stu¬ 
dents to meet collectively with harp 
teachers other than their own, to learn 
different techniques of playing, writes T 
Merlin Haddock. 

Being a harp maker and not a harpist, I 
approached two friends of mine, Meinir Heulyn, 
then the principal harpist of the Orchestra of Welsh 
National, together with Gillian Green, peripatetic 
harp teacher for the Mid-Glamorgan Education 
Authority, with the view to holding a weekend 
course in harp playing techniques. 

Having Tabernacle Chapel, Pontycymer, directly 
opposite my workshop (and with adequate park¬ 
ing), it appeared to be the ideal venue for an exper¬ 
imental harp-teaching weekend. 

After many meetings, we decided to hold this 
event during the spring half-term of March, 1982. 
As we had no idea of the number of students apply¬ 
ing, Meinir coerced Valerie Aldrich-Smith, princi¬ 
pal harpist of the BBC Welsh Symphony Orchestra 
to help out. 

The weekend turned out to be a resounding suc¬ 
cess, with 30 harp students in attendance - so much 
so, we held a further course the following Easter 
weekend - with a surprising greatly increased 
attendance. 

With the increased number of students attending 
the second course, together with the majority com¬ 
ing from the mid and south Glamorgan area, it was 
agreed to find a venue that would be large enough 
and more central to hold further courses. 

The College of Music and Drama at Cardiff 
appeared to be the ideal venue. In 1984, the harp 
school was named Telynau Morgannwg (The 
Glamorgan Harp Guild) and transferred to Cardiff. 

The official opening began with a recital by 
Edward Witsenburg on April 18, 1984, followed by

a masterclass on April 21 at the Reardon-Smith 
Lecture Theatre, Cardiff. 

Ever since those early days, courses, seminars, 
workshops and recitals by world famous harpists 
such as Nancy Allen and Marisa Robles have been 
organised by Telynau Morgannwg. 

In 2002, Telynau Morgannwg celebrated its 20th 
anniversary at the Welsh College of Music and 
Drama with recitals given by leuan Jones, professor 
at the Royal College of Music, London, and Catrin 
Einch, formerly harpist to the Prince of Wales. 

During the past 30 years, the organisation has 
out-grown the Royal Welsh College of Music and 
Drama. 

Last Saturday (April 21) Telynau Morgannwg 
celebrated its 30th anniversary at its new venue - 
Theatre Soar, Merthyr Tudfil - with a record entry 
of 60 students; ages ranging from seven years to the 
mid 60s. 

I was absolutely amazed by the enthusiasm and 
dedication of a Miss Chloe Roberts of Maes Glas, 
Elintshire, who had left home at 5 am in order to be 
on time for the start of the course. 

This in itself is proof enough of the high standard 
these courses have developed over the years. 

During the lunch break, everyone present at the 
theatre was treated to a harp recital given by stu¬ 
dents of the Royal Welsh College of Music and 
Drama, which included a performance of Salzedo’s 
Dances and Parish Alvars’ Introduction Cadenza 
and Rondo, performed by Hannah Stone, who is 
currently the royal harpist to Prince Charles. 

An added bonus for yours truly was that I had the 
pleasure of coming face-to-face with a 3 6-string

student harp I built way back during 1976, which I 
must say was in prime condition and not approach¬ 
ing its sell-by date (like myself!). 

On leaving the venue after an unbelievable day 
of mixed emotions and pleasurable music, together 
with a sea of smiling faces, I received a kind of 
‘Eureka’ moment when one of the parents said: 
“What a wonderful legacy you’ve left. Merlin”. 

It’s a rewarding thought that Meinir and Gillian, 
together with the teachers over the years, have ben¬ 
efited many hundreds of students with these cours¬ 
es. 

I sincerely wish to thank Meinir Heulyn and 
Gillian Green for their hard work and perseverance 
over the years in the development of our national 
instrument in Wales and, to coin a phrase that sums 
up their united efforts: ‘large streams from little 
fountains flow, tall oaks from little acorns grow’. 

My sincere thanks to all who have contributed in 
some way or another in furthering the development 
of Telynau Morgannwg and establishing it as an 
example to all other harp playing communities 
world-wide.

O NE thing 
that watch¬ 
ing lots of 
films does, is to 
lower your ability 
to be truly sur¬ 
prised... 

After all, we know 
that in a romantic come¬ 
dy, the couple will 
always end up together, 
in an action movie good 
will triumph no matter 
how unlikely, and in 
horror movies attractive 
teenagers are a magnet 
for psychopathic mur¬ 
derers and the majority 
are unlikely to see the 
end credits. 

So when a a horror 
film comes along prom¬ 
ising to offer something 
different then you ready 
your pinch of salt and 
give the filmmakers a 
chance. This is what is 
promised in The Cabin 
In The Woods where five 
friends (most notable 
Chris Thor Hemsworth) 
travel to a secluded 
cabin for a fun-filled 
weekend, not realising 
that horror will befall 
them - but not as you 
expect. 

Comely teenagers? 
Check. Scary man warn¬ 
ing you of dangers up 
the road? Check. The 
unmistakable sense of 
being in the wrong place 
at the wrong time? 
Check. So far, so pre¬ 
dictable, but The Cabin 
In The Woods pays more 
than lip service to the 
notion of offering horror 
fans something different; 
the film is certainly a 
step above the majority 


of slasher fare that is 
lapped up on a scarily 
far too frequent basis. 

The film is one of 
those best seen with as 
little prior knowledge as 
possible, so don’t go any 
further unless you have 
seen the film - not even 
a cursory peek! Starting 
in a starchy, white collar 
office where two work¬ 
ers (Richard Jenkins and 
the always-superb 
Bradley Whitford) shoot 
the breeze, you realise 
that this isn't your com¬ 
mon or garden horror 
film. 

Instead, over the 
course of its 95 minutes 
the film dances a merry 
jig between out and out 
horror and clever decon¬ 
struction of the genre 
and its cliches. 

So we get a muscular 
jock who is a sociology 
major, the permanently 
stoned character who is 
more alert than any of 
the group and so forth; 
writers Drew Goddard 
and Joss Whedon take a 
rusty bear trap to what 
you think is going to 
happen and play with it, 
to fit their own agenda. 

The film’s biggest 
selling point is its devia¬ 
tion from where you 
think it’s going, but that 
isn’t to say the pair don't 
at least obey some of the 
rules. 

The cast get offed at 
regular intervals in 
bloodshed that falls 
more into the Halloween 
territory rather than the 
torture porn of the likes 
of the Saw franchise, but 
it’s what takes place 


away from the 
teenagers’ struggles that 
causes the most excite¬ 
ment. 

Leaving you hanging 
on as information is drip 
fed through, the audi¬ 
ence find themselves try¬ 
ing to discover just 
where the story is going 
- the answers are imagi¬ 
native and throw things 
in a whole new light. 

Goddard's direction is 
skilled, balancing the 
needs of the story with 
the lust for gore, and 
while the set-pieces don't 
exactly drip with inven¬ 
tion they do at least 
serve the purpose of 
which they are required; 
while his cutting from 
one scenario to another 
is well-balanced, even if 
the conclusion does feel 
overtly reliant on com¬ 
puter-generated imagery. 

The cast are all solid, 
playing their stereotypi¬ 
cal characters with a 
pleasing twist, with 
Kristen Connolly and, 
notably, Fran Kranz 
standing out the most, 
while Whitford and 
Jenkins' easy chemistry 
almost makes you forget 
just what their role in all 
of this is. 

While cine-literate 
fans will find The Cabin 
In The Woods hugely 
nourishing, there is a 
danger that horror fans 
weaned on the likes of 
Hostel will find its glee¬ 
fully disparate take on 
the genre a little too out¬ 
side the box - that it’s 
trying to be too clever in 
a marketplace where the 
classics of yesteryear are 
remade with recldess 
abandon and to dimin¬ 
ishing returns. 

Yet, as a thrill ride 
that takes you and wraps 
you up for its running 
time. The Cabin In The

I T is, perhaps, a 
little optimistic 
to expect the 
Citroen C4 to 
deliver this type of 
performance, but 
the 2-litre HDi 
model tested packs 
a powerful ISObhp 
punch nevertheless. 

In the week when 
Francis Maude MP 
advised everyone to 
stockpile fuel in jerry 
cans, and petrol stations 
closed as motorists pan¬ 
icked unduly, the eco¬ 
nomical Citroen C4 was 
an excellent vehicle to 
drive. 

It returned well over 
50mpg, much to the 


Chancellor’s frustration. 
Many spectators ques¬ 
tioned whether the run 
on the pumps was in 
fact engineered by our 
out of touch leaders. 

What else does a 
cash-strapped 
Government do when it 
has a shortfall to meet at 
the end of the tax year? 

The poor motorist is 
such an easy target. 
Some despicable 
garages saw fit to actu¬ 
ally increase the cost of 
their fuel during this tor¬ 
rid time by as much as 
15 pence a litre.

need for efficient cars 
has never been greater. 

To this end, I cannot 
fault the C4. According 
to Parkers, the car 
experts, it does have its 
faults, though: “The 
quality of the interior is 
poor and it doesn ’tfeel 
particularly well put 
together, while the over¬ 
assisted steering and 
vague (six-speed) gear¬ 
box mean it’s not 
rewarding to drive.” 

I take issue with this 
statement, finding the 
interior well finished. 

It’s a decent driver’s car, 
which can be enjoyable 
at faster speeds and 
through the bends. 

The C4’s distinctive 
styling makes it stand 
out from Ford, Vauxhall 
and VW. Not dissimilar 
to the Peugeot 308 espe¬ 
cially from the rear, to 
some it might be an 


acquired taste. The large 
chrome two chevron 
Citroen logo takes pride 
of place in the centre of 
the grille. 

As soon as you sit in 
the driver’s seat a home¬ 
ly feeling comes over 
you. 

I’ve never felt this in 
a car before but put it 
down to the fact that the 
seats are positively sofa¬ 


like - they feel like your 
favourite seat at home, 
springier and bouncier 
than usual car seats and 
excellent for soaking up 
the bumps. 

These suede and fab¬ 
ric seats are leather 
edged - added to which, 
the dashboard is inter¬ 
estingly crafted from 
more of a rubber than a 
plastic, which is often 


the case. 

Lock the car and the 
wing mirrors automati¬ 
cally fold, a helpful fea¬ 
ture if parking on a 
roadside preventing 
them from being 
knocked. 

But this could be 
improved if they auto¬ 
matically folded when 
the boot was opened - 
without requiring the car 
to be locked - providing 
peace of mind for those 
unloading at the road¬ 
side. It has a capacious 
boot, too. 

There’s no traditional 
handbrake, instead a 
small switch. 

Personally, I find this 
a little awkward: firstly, 
there’s a delay in wait¬ 
ing for it to engage and 
secondly ,there’s a hill 
brake that the driver has 
to put their faith in.
